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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Dalton: 

I hereby submit my sixth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 

The attendance of our children has improved during 
the last five years so that our record for attendance 
during the past year is equal to that of other schools 
of the state. This is shown by the following table.

The number of tardinesses has grown less, but fur-- 
ther improvement in this respect would be desirable. 


During the last four years the number of children 
attending school in Dalton has increased from 79 to 
123 pupils of average membership. This increase has 
made necessary some increase in our school expenses, 
although our cost per pupil is now considerably lower 
than it was four years ago. 

The increase in the school board’s budget for the 
coming school year has been caused by the tuition 
charges for our children in Dalton High School, by the 
decrease of State Aid by $556.30, and by the smaller 
balance anticipated for the coming July Ist. 

The excellent work at Dalton High School has con- 
tinued since our last annual report. Another year was 
added to the curriculum last September and an addi- 
tional cadet teacher was secured. Next September 
“he school will be a Class A High School offering a sat- 
isfactory preparation for Normal School, College, or 
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business. We have been singularly fortunate in hay- 
ing Miss Mary Taylor continue at the head of the 
school. Her able and untiring labors are building a 
memorial in the youth of our town with high ideals 
and culture that will be more enduring than any 
earthly monument. 

As soon as the District is financially able, a consoli- 
dated grade and high school building should be built, 
and both elementary and high school pupils should be 
brought together under conditions assuring them of 
advantages equal to those offered in other progressive 
communities. 

For the second successive year our teaching force 
is made up of trained and successful teachers. Our 
normal schools have been the instruments which have 
done most to improve our schools and deserve. the 
whole hearted support of all who are interested in the 
welfare of our children. 

I wish to express my appreciation for the continued 
interest and help of all the people of Dalton during the 
past year.
